Factory,  Printing  Works,  Brewery,  Mineral  Water  Factory,  Gravel 
Pits,  and  Gas  Works.

ib)  Ambulance  Facilities — 

(i)  For  Infectious  Diseases.  Two  Motor  Ambulances  are 
provided  by  the  City  Council,  and  kept  at  the  Isolation  Hospital 
for  all  cases  of  infectious  diseases. 

(ii)  For  Non-Infectious  or  Accident  Cases.  Two  Motor 
Ambulances  are  provided,  which  are  owned  by  the  local  branch 
of  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Association.  The  Council  contribute 
£25  per  annum  as  a subscription  towards  the  cost  of  running  the 
Ambulance.  The  service  rendered  is  excellent. 

(c)  Nursing  in  the  Home — 

(i)  General.  This  work  is  carried  out  by  the  District  Nursing 
Association,  working  in  conjunction  with  the  West  Sussex  County 
Council. 

(ii)  Infectious  Diseases — e.g..  Measles,  etc.  Nurses  attached 
to  the  District  Nursing  Association  visit  cases  of  Measles  on  occasion 
when  required,  and  the  City  contributes  £30  per  annum  for  their 
services. 
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(d)  Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres — 

A Maternity  Child  Welfare  Centre  (Consultation  and  Treatment) 
is  situated  at  Chapel  Street,  under  the  control  of  the  West  Sussex 
County  Council,  where  there  is  also  a School  Clinic  and  Tuberculosis, 
Ophthalmic,  Throat,  Nose  and  Ear,  and  Orthopaedic  Clinic. 

Artificial  Light  treatment  is  available. 

Venereal  Diseases — Cases  of  this  disease  are  treated  at  the  Skin 
Department  of  the  Royal  Sussex  County  Hospital,  the  Worthing 
Hospital,  and  at  the  Royal  Portsmouth  Hospital.  This  work  is 
controlled  by  the  West  Sussex  County  Council. 

Hospitals. 

[e)  Voluntary  Hospitals — 

The  Royal  West  Sussex  Hospital,  with  114  beds,  is  divided  into 
Medical  and  Surgical,  but  as  a rule  there  are  90  per  cent.  Surgical 
cases. 

Twenty  beds  are  specially  provided  for  Medical  and  Surgical 
Diseases  in  Children. 

Cases  of  Venereal  Diseases  are  not  admissible. 

Cases  of  Surgical  Tuberculosis  are  admissible. 

The  Chronic  Sick  are  not  admissible. 

Mental  cases  are  also  not  admissible. 

Orthopaedic  cases,  and  Throat,  Nose  and  Ear  cases  are  admitted 
to  the  General  Surgical  Wards. 

Cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  are  admitted  to  the  Children’s 
Wards. 

Cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  and  Pyrexia  are  admitted. 

The  following  departments  are  provided  at  the  Hospital  under 
the  supervision  of  qualified  Surgeons  : — 

Orthopaedic  Department. 

Throat,  Nose  and  Ear  Department. 

Dental  Department. 

Ophthalmic  Department. 

Obstetric  Department. 

There  is  an  up-to-date  Operating  Theatre,  comprising  an 
Anaesthetic  Room,  a Robing  Room  and  a Sterilising  Room  adjoining 
the  Theatre  itself. 

There  is  also  a Specialist  in  charge  of  the  X-ray  Department, 
and  a specially  qualified  Sister. 

There  is  a qualified  Masseuse, 
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The  Pathological  Department  at  the  Hospital  is  under  the 
supervision  of  Dr.  Little. 

It  may  be  said,  generally,  that  the  Royal  West  Sussex  Hospital 
provides  all  that  is  required  for  the  area. 

There  is  co-operation  between  the  Local  Authority  and  the 
^"oluntar3"  Hospital  as  to  admission  of  Infectious  Diseases  to  the 
former’s  Isolation  Hospital,  but  no  grant  is  made  to  the  Voluntary 
Hospital  hy  the  Local  Authority. 

Public  Hospitals — 

A new  Institution  for  the  sick  (144  beds)  is  being  erected  in 
Spitalfield  Lane,  Chichester.  It  will  be  chiefly  for  the  accommoda- 
tion of  Chronic  Sick  Cases. 

The  Mental  Hospital. — 1,079  beds  are  avilable  in  this  Hospital. 

The  Isolation  Hospital. — The  Hospital  is  situated  in  the 
north-east  part  of  the  Cit}^  There  are  separate  blocks  for  Scarlet 
Fever  and  Piphtheria,  and  accommodation  is  provided  for  Enteric 
Fever  and  Pneumonia  associated  with  Influenza  or  Measles,  also 
Cerebro-spinal  Fever.  The  Hospital  comprises  a Modern  Cubicle 
Block. 

The  total  number  of  beds  in  the  Hospital  is  28. 

This  Hospital  is  supported  wholty  by  the  City  Council. 

The  Cit}^  Council  are  now  proceeding  with  a scheme  for  further 
extensions  which  include  a Ward  Block  of  14  beds,  and  will  be  so 
constructed  so  that  it  can  be  used  as  a Decontaminating  Centre  in 
the  event  of  Air  Raids,  and  a further  extension  to  the  Administrative 
Block  of  10  Bedrooms,  etc.  An  additional  Steam  Disinfector  and 
a Water  Softening  Plant  have  been  provided. 

Small  Pox. — Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  West 
.Sussex  County  Council  to  treat  all  cases  of  Small  Pox  which  occur 
in  the  district,  and  which  would  be  removed  to  the  Brighton 
Borough  Isolation  Hospital  at  Fulking. 

Tuberculosis. — The  West  Sussex  Count}/  Council  have  a 
Sanatorium  at  Aldingbourne,  about  four  miles  from  the  boundary 
of  the  Cit}',  for  the  treatment  of  cases  in  West  Sussex. 

Four  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  admitted  to  Aldingbourne 
House,  three  cases  to  the  Borough  of  Worthing  Isolation  Hospital, 
Durrington,  and  two  cases  to  King  Edward  VI 1.  Sanatorium  for 
treatment  during  the  ^^ear. 
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Maternity. — There  is  no  Maternity  Hospital  in  the  City,  but 
cases  of  difficult  labour  and  Post  Natal  complications  are  admitted 
to  the  Royal  West  Sussex  Hospital. 

Children.— There  is  no  Hospital  devoted  solely  to  children,  but 
they  are  treated  in  special  wards  at  the  Royal  West  Sussex  Hospital 
in  the  City. 

There  is  institutional  provision  for  illegitimate  infants  and 
homeless  children  at  the  Children’s  Homes,  and  occasional^  at  the 
Royal  West  Sussex  Hospital.

Bacteriological  Examinations. 

The  organisms  per  ml.  which  grew  on  nutrient  Agar  in  three 
days  at  room  temperature  under  aerobic  conditions  and  were  then 
visible  to  the  naked  eye  as  colonies  numbered  six.

Extension  of  Water  Mains  Contemplated — 

It  is  anticipated  that  work  will  shortly  be  commenced  upon  the 
laying  of  a new  15"  diameter  pumping  main  from  the  site  of  a 
proposed  new  well  at  Funtington  to  the  existing  reservoir  at  Lavant, 
a distance  of  approximately  4J  miles,  together  with  the  provision 
of  distribution  mains  in  the  villages  of  Funtington,  East  and  West 
Ashling  and  West  Stoke. 
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There  is  also  a possibility,  very  remote,  that  a supply  of  water 
may  be  afforded  to  Singleton,  West  Dean  and  East  Dean,  which 
would  necessitate  laying  approximately  4f  miles  of  water  main, 
including  a main  to  the  Water  area  boundary  at  Charlton,  and 
distribution  mains  in  the  villages  of  Singleton,  West  Dean  and 
Charlton. 

(ii)  Drainage  and  Sewerage — 

Sewerage.  Chichester  is  drained  as  far  as  possible  on  the 
separate  system  ; the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  being  at  Appledram, 
24  miles  to  the  south-west  from  the  Chichester  Cross. 

Work  in  connection  with  the  scheme  of  sewerage  for  the  Stock- 
bridge,  Fishbourne  and  Summersdale  areas  was  completed  during 
the  first  three  months  of  the  year. 

2.  Rivers  and  Streams — 

The  River  Lavant  takes  the  following  course  : — Entering  the 
City  at  St.  James’,  it  flows  behind  the  houses  in  St.  Pancras,  down 
Market  Road,  crosses  South  Street  at  Southgate,  where  it  divides 
and  passes  into  open  courses  to  Appledram,  and  thence  to  Chichester 
Harbour.  No  pollution  has  occurred  during  the  year.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

2.  Infectious  Diseases  Generally — 

The  City  Council  issue  Diphtheria  Antitoxin  to  patients  in  the 
Isolation  Hospital. 

All  contacts  with  cases  of  Diphtheria  have  swabs  taken,  and  if 
with  positive  results  are  treated  at  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

The  West  Sussex  Education  Committee  have  been  carrying  out 
an  extensive  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  in  the  Schools. 

It  is  satisfactory  that  no  return  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  have 
occurred  during  the  year,  also  no  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  have  been 
traceable  to  the  milk  supply. 

One  case  of  Encephalitis  Lethargica  has  occurred  during 
the  year. 

Twenty-two  cases  of  Dysentry  were  notified. 

Ten  cases  of  Pneumonia  (all  forms)  were  notified. 

Great  effort  is  made  to  take  all  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and 
Diphtheria  into  the  Isolation  Hospital,  and  with  very  few  exceptions 
they  agree  to  enter  the  Hospital. 

No  action  has  been  taken  to  shorten  the  period  of  sta}'  of 
uncomplicated  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  neither  have  these  cases  been 
encouraged  to  go  home  until  free  from  infection. 

The  Schick  and  Dick  tests  in  connection  with  Diphtheria  and 
Scarlet  Fever  are  used  when  occasion  requires. 

No  primary  vaccinations  or  re-vaccinations  have  been  performed 
by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  under  the  Public  Plealth  (Small 
Pox  Prevention)  Regulations,  1917. 

No  deaths  occurred  from  Influenza  during  1938. 

Cases  of  Influenza  have  as  a rule  been  treated  at  home,  but 
for  those  complicated  with  Pneumonia  who  have  not  got  suitable 
accommodation  at  home,  arrangements  have  been  made  to  admit 
them  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

No  action  has  been  taken  to  admit  cases  of  Whooping  Cough, 
but  Measles  with  complications  are  admitted  to  tlie  Isolation 
Hospital. 
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Thirt3'-fo'^ir  <Jeaths  have  occurred  from  Cancer  in  its  various 
forms,  and  tliere  have  not  been  any  cases  of  Anthrax  or  Rabies. 

The  Isolation  Hospital  is  available  for  the  cleansing  and 
disinfection  of  verminous  people,  and  their  belongings  would  be 
disinfected  in  the  Steam  Disinfector,  but  there  have  been  no  cases 
in  1938  requiring  attention. 

There  has  been  no  prevalence  of  animal  or  insect  pests. 

The  Public  Health  Committee  of  the  West  Sussex  County

Hospital  for  observation.  Nine  Diphtheria  Carriers  were  also 
admitted. 

Wdren  a case  is  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  the  rooms 
used  by  the  patient  are  disinfected  at  once  by  Formalin  Fumigation  ; 
and  in  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Tuberculosis  the  room  occupied 
is  complete  re-decorated. 

If  not  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  the  disinfection  is 
carried  out  at  the  termination  of  the  case. 

In  all  cases  the  bedding  is  now  removed  to  the  Council’s  Steam 
Disinfector.

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{a)  Cancer— 

Most  of  the  cases  of  Cancer  within  the  City  come  under  the 
observation  of  the  Medical  Staff  of  the  Royal  West  Sussex  Hospital, 
directly  or  indirectly. 

The  Royal  West  Sussex  Hospital  has  in  its  possession  157.5 
milligrammes  of  Radium,  which  is  available  for  use  throughout  the 
County  of  West  Sussex  for  the  private  use  of  practitioners  and  the 
smaller  hospitals. 

Some  of  the  Radium  has  been  obtained  through  the  British 
Empire  Cancer  Campaign. 

The  Radium  has  been  used  chiefly  in  cases  of  Rodent  Ulcer 
and  malignant  diseases  of  the  Cervic  Uteri,  and  in  general  cases 
of  Cancer  which  do  not  admit  of  operation,  and  also  to  glandular 
areas  after  operation  for  Cancer  in  other  parts.

General  Conditions — 

The  general  condition  of  the  shops  has  ver^^  much  improved, 
cleanliness  ; heating  ; sanitation  and  washing  are  now  satisfactory. 

The  assistants  are  now  getting  full  time  for  meals  and  are 
generally  contented. 

A few  of  the  shops  have  been  working  assistants  under  18  more 
than  48  hours  per  week,  but  when  this  was  pointed  out  the  employers 
have  readily  rectified  this,  but  in  most  cases  I find  they  are  working 
under  48  hours.
